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M-32 Bridge | 


Progressing 


PREPARATIONS FOR NEW M.-32 
BRIDGE JUST SOUTH OF FAIR 
GROUNDS PROGRESSING 
‘SATISFACTORILY 


Work is progressing satisfactorily 
to meet the July 1 completion date 
for the bridge being built to earry 
M-32 over Deer Creek, 1.6 miles south 
of East Jordan, State Highway Com- 
missioner Charles M. Ziegler announ- 
ced today. 

The bridge is being constructed of 
reinforced concrete with rolled steel 
beams, and consists of one 385-foot 
span with 28 feet of clear roadway 
and two 18 inch safety curbs. Con- 
erete abutments are supported on 
timber piles. It will replace an old, 
16-foot concrete culvert which is too 
narrow to adequately handle traffic 
which uses this section of M-32. 

In order to provide proper founda- 
tions for the bridge it is necessary to 
excavate to the depth of 22 feet and 
remove over 34,000 cubic yards 
peat and marl, which will be replaced 
with a sand fill. 

The portion of M-32 being  con- 
structed in connection with the bridge 
project provides for a compacted gra-. 
vel surface 23 feet wide. © 

The contract. price for the bridge 
and incidental work is $58,245. The 
work is being done by the D. T. 
Frank Construction Co. of East Lan- 
sing, N. J. Conroy is the district en- 
gineer and L. Gilroy, project engin- 
eer, 

Negotiations are underway with 
contractors for the grading and re- 
surfacing of M-32 with stabilized ag- 
gregate, 23 feet wide, from the north 
approach to the new bridge, for ap- 
proximately one mile north. (Or to 
the intersection of State and Maple 
St. commenly referred to as the “Fair 


Ground Corner. ")

Wheat Allotments 


In expectation that wheat acreage 
allotments may be in effect for the 
1950 wheat crop which will be plant- 
ed this fall, the Charlevoix County 


[AAA Committee has been, for the 


past several weeks, compiling the nec- 
essary acreage data upon which in- 
dividual farm allotments will be es- 
tablished, actording to LeRoy Hardy, 
committee chairman. 

The individual farm allotments will 
be established goon ‘and notice of this 
allotment will be mailed to each farm- 
er so concerned whose farm acreage 
data was available to the county AAA 
committee. 

Because their acreage data may not 
be on record in the county AAA of- 
fice, farmers who grew wheat for 
jharvest in either 1945 or 1946 and 
who did not grow wheat for harvest 
in 1947-48-49 and who intend to 
plant wheat this fall for harvest in 
1950, should request wheat acreage 
allotment from the county AAA com- 
mittee. This request should be sub- . 
mitted in writing to the county com- 
mittee prior to June 1, 1949. Like- 
wise, farmers who have never in the 


|past grown wheat but who intend to 


plant wheat this fall should also re- 
quest an allotment prior to June 1 
1949,

Steadily Increasing 


Chief Harry Simmons today an- 
nounced that the police of Michigan 
are continuing to find cars being dri- 
ven which are in an unsafe driving 
condition and that state-wide traffic 
deaths. are continuing to increase. 


According to the Michigan State 


Safety Commission, the coordinating | 


agency of the state-wide program in 
which the police of Michigan are 
checking brakes and lights, Michigan 
traffic violators are being stopped at 
the rate of 15,756 per week. In the 


first three weeks of this traffic ac-|_ 


cident prevention program, 47,268 
traffic violators have been stopped. 
1 out of 14 of these had unsafe 
brakes, 1 out of 4 had one headlight 


out, 1 out of 39 had two headlights |: 


out, 1 out of 7 had no tail light and 
1 out of 27 had other defects. Every 
one of these cases represents a car 
that is a potential killer, Chief Harry 
Simmons said.
